Since it hath cut off all evaſions from pretended igno- 
rance, in many degrees of Goodneſs, ang caſes. of 
great importance, which neither the common People, 
nor even the Teachers of the Jews held themſelves o- 
bliged to before; Since, Again, the Goſpel does not only 
direct men in their Obedience, but aſſiſt them in the 
performance, by ſupplyes of Grace, which the Law of 
Moſes could not confer: Since This engages our ut- 
moſt diligence by expreſs Pyomiſes of + Eter- 
nal Life, which that Law did no Where poſitively co- 
venant for, but only for Proſperity and Health, and

For this very reaſon, ſays the Jem, are ſuch Mo- 
ral Duties of leſs value, becauſe we pay God greater 
deference, when we follow his Commands impliciteiy, 
than when we make our own Reaſon tlie Meaſure of 
our Obedience True: when our own Reaſon pre- 
ſumes to dictate one thing, and the Law of God directs 
Another; then God, and not our own Reaſonings are 
to be follow d. And yet even then too (ſtrictly ſpeak- 
ing) we follow Reaſon; the Eaſt reſult of which in 
ſuch caſes centers in this, that God knows beſt what is 
fit for us to do, and hath a right of making his own 
Terms; And therefore we conclude, his poſitive Com- 
mand ought toover-rule us in deſpight of any doubts or 
opinions of our own, which, if. we were at liberty, 
would diſpoſe us to different Meaſures. But after all, This 
is not the preſent Caſe. The Moral Duties writterr in 
men's hearts are no leſs God's Law, than the Cere- 
monial; or than the fame Moral Duties when written 
in Tables of Stone. The difference lyes only in the 
manner of notifying them to us; which in the One 
caſe was done by natural Reaſon, in the Other by Po- 
tive Inſtitution, The Doubt then is not, whether 
God ſhall be obeyed, but how he is beſt obeyed; Whe- 
ther in ſuch a way as I have his Command back d with 
the Evidence of my own Reaſon for; Or whether by 
Ordinances purely arbitrary, without anyInward Con- 
viction of the Congruity and Excellence of the thing. 
In ſhort, the whole Deſign of Religion is to plant and 
cultivate in our minds ſuch Diſpoſitions, as copy af- 
ter the Perfections of the Divine Mind, and render us 
Holy, as He is Holy; and a Man muſt argue very ſtrange- 
1y, who. maintains, that theſe Diſpoſitions are not bet- 
ter exerted, in acts which are eſſentially good, and 
reſemble God's beneficent 8 with his Creatures; 
WP... than 
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than by Sacrifices, or Feaſts, or Diſtinction of Meats, 
or the like; in which Iutrinſick Value, and a Refem- 
blance to our Great Pattern above, are ſo far from be- 
ing found, as not to be ſo much as-pretended by their 
moſt zealous Ad vocates. I own indeed; with the Ob- 
jectors, We ought to reſt ſatisfied; that God had wiſe 


and weighty reaſons for appointing theſe heretofore, 


Doubtleſs he had; and what ſome of theſe probably 
were, will fall under conſideration hereafter. In the 
mean while I cannot but obſerve, that this is very im- 


properly urged as an Argumefit of their Excellence, by 


Adverſaries, who fink the value of our Obedience, in 
proportion as our knowledge for the Reaſonableneſs 
of our duty riſes. - For, upon theſe Terms, could we 
imagine God to have no end at all in them, the Ordi- 
nances would be ſtil more arbitrary, and by the ſame 
Rule our Deference ſtill more reſpectful and abſolute 

in regard to them. yo 
2. As far from Truth are They, who argue, Second- 
ly, that the Ritual includes the Spiritual Worſhip, and 
therefore muſt needs be more perfect than it is poſſible 
for the Other to be without it. That the External 


ought always to expreſs and include the Internal is ve- 


ry certain; but no leſs ſo, that in fact it does not do 
thus; For which, were any proof befides our own ex- 


perience neceſſary, the Reproofs and Complaints of the 


Prophets even now referred to are a plain demonſtrati- 
on. Tis ſaid indeed, that Acts materially good may 
in like manner be done, without thoſe Diſpoſitions, 
which muſt render them truly Virtuous; Our Juſtice 
may proceed from Intereſt, our Alms from Vain- : 
and St. Paul ſuppoſes it a ( 2 caſe for à man 
even to give all his goods to feed the poor, and his, body 
to be burned, and yet not to have Charity : Which alone 
can 
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can make them good actions: So that the'moſt exalted 
Anſtanees of Moral Virtue may be but dead Carkafles, 
and empty Signs, as well as the Ritual Services of the 
Fewiſh Law. Agreed ; provided we obſerve this diffe- 
rence; That thoſe Actions are Ordinarily and Natu- 
rally the effects and tokens of their reſpective good Diſ- 
poſitions; and Where, like the harren Frg-tree, they ſhow 
fair, and promiſe uit, but upon cloſer examination 
are found to have nothing but /eaves; This is a defect 
foreign and accidental, owing purely to the particular 
Corruption of the Perſon then concerned. But 
between the Fews Ceremonial and Moral Services 
there is no ſuch Affinity or Natural Connexion. They 
have not in themſelves any tendency to purify or im- 
prove the mind, as Moral actions arc allowed to have. 
And therefore God, wlio rejects them, notwithſtanding 
der (e rae Feaſts and n it calls * 
them (c) to ſeek fuulg ment, relieve the Oppreſſed, defend (. I. 1. 1-, 
rap 1% plead for the Nidom; and it follows s. | 
immediately, Come nom and let as reaſon together, ſaith 
the Lord, though pour Sins be as ſcarlet, they ſhall be 
white af Snow. Theſe Actions are declared to procure 
their Sacrifices a favourable acceptance, "becauſe, gene- 
rally ſpeaking,” they are ſigns of a niind'rightly diſpoſ- 
ed'; but Sacrifices are ſo far from recommending thoſe 
who do the contrary, that they are no where declared 
ſufficient to recommend themſelves, when deſtitute. of 
ſuch actions. They are indeed only particular Modes 
of expreſſing men's Reverence and Love of God; but 
this does not infer, that ſuch Reverence and Love can- 
not be expreſsd to the full as well without them. 
They bound that people, on whom they were impoſed, 
to uſe theſe expreſſions at that time; but could not O- 
thers therefore, on whom bs are.not Impoſed, —

is but One way of performing theſe, For no Man can

Nay farther yet: Theſe Acts by euſtom do naturally 
improve the mind, bring it to, and fix it in ſuch virtu- 
ous diſpoſitions; but the Ceremonial are fo far from 
advancing men in Moral Goodneſs by any power inhe- 
rent in themſelves, as frequently to fall in with the cor- 
ruption of Humane nature, and greatly to obſtruct ſub- 
ſtantial Holineſs.

And this is indeed theChriſtian's peculiar Glory, that His 
Duty ſnines by a native luſtre of it's n ſuch as eve- 
ty Eye muſt ſee and be in love with, Which does not ſet 
it ſelf to wink againſt the Light. And what can be a 
nobler Priviledge, what a more generous and deli 1 
Pleaſure, what a more powerful Incentive to jence, 
than for a Rational Creature clearly to diſcern the Equi- 
ty, the Neceſſity, the Benefit, the Decency and Beauty of 
every Action he is called upon to do; And hence to be 
duly ſenſible, how gracious a Maſter he ſerves, One 
that is ſo far from loading him with frnitleſs and arbi- 
trary and Tyrannical Impoſitions, that Tach commant, 
abſtracting from His Authority wo iſſued it; is able to 
recommend it ſelf; and Nothing required but hat eve- 
ry Wiſe Man would chooſe of his on Accord, and can- 
not without being his own Enemy ſo much as wiſh to 
e be exempted from? But, as I would not forbid any of 
| you this Satisfaction, ſo neither ſhould I diſcharge my 
Office, did I forbear withall to warn you, that, as We 
may, and as too many (God knows) do order themat- 
ter, theſe Advantages may be our ſhame and juſteſt Cauſe 
of Sorrow. For what Apology can be found for Them, 
wbo live in defiance to all ſober Senſe, while they 
live ſo to God's Authority; And never incur a condem- 
nation from His, but what is ſure to be ſeconded out of 
their own Mouths? If our Condition be Light, why are 
our Deeds Darkneſs? If we have the beſt Laws, how 
lamentable is our guilt if we have the worſt lives? If 
the Fews'are upbraided by the Prophets, for miniſtring 
to the Gentiles occaſion of blaſpheming God and his 
Truth, what reproaches can be ſharp enough for Chri- 
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jan who bold a clearer Truth in wrrighteonſneſs, and 
Sbſera@the-Converſion of Jews and Gentiles both, by 
an oper! profaniation;” or ſueh a formal empty proſeſſi- 
on of the Goſpel, as does it more diſnonour than if they 
profeſſed it not at all? Theſe are Examples of pernici- 
dus Conſequence, and never fail to make One Article 
in our Adverſaries Objections againſt us. A very weak 
and partial one indeed, becauſe a misfortune common 
to all perſwaſions in the world. But ſtill there is no 
Belp, but Doctrines will ſuffer greatly in their Credit, 
when the Power of them is not conſpicuous in the Acti- 
ons of thoſe who eſpouſe them. And this is ſo manifeſt- 
«ly Our caſe, that though it be not difficult, yet perhaps 
neither is it decent to recriminate. The leſs, becauſe 
there is no \Medinm with Us, between being à great 
deal better, or a great deal worſe, than Any other men. 
And therefore, though the Offence be carried much too 
far by our Enemies, yet Moe to Every mar by whom the 
.Offemce contetb Let us then, my Brethren, make it our 
bufineſs to be Chriſtians in Deed as well as in Word; 
and labour earneftly, that our Practice may be no more 
chargeable with Contradiction to the revelations of 
God, than our Principles truly are. To this purpoſe 
let the uſeful Duties and ſuch as are of general Benefic. 
to mankind be our Chief and Conſtant care. For he 
that hopes by the virtues of the Firſt Table to atone 
for the Sins againſt the Second; Hethat ſuppoſeth Pray- 
ing, Reading, Hearing, frequent Communicating, and 
the like, can ſanctify Uncleanneſs or Intemperance, 
Falſhood and Fraud, Covetouſneſs or Extortion, Envy or 
Revenge, Slander. or Detraction; This man in Super- 
ſtition is an errand Jem, and in effect prefers a Ritual, 
before an Inward and Spiritual Service. It is to little 
purpc ſe, that the Truth be ſtrenuouſly vindicated by 
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Diſcourſe, if our ar Behaviour do n not bear Teltimony © to 
it, Confute our Preachers ma . but ſilence the igno- 
rance of fooliſh men and gainſayers they never can ef- 
fectually, without the People come in and do Their
